George Henry Bunnell was the youngest 
son of David Edwin and Sallie Heller Con- 
rad Bunnell. The family joined the exodus 
of Saints, experiencing mob persecutions 
and burnings. Owning a wagon and yoke 
of oxen, they started westward with a com- 
pany of Saints under James C. Snow, David 
Edwin Bunnell, himself a captain of ten. 
They arrived in Salt Lake October 5, 1852. 
The family wes directed to assist in the 
settlement of Provo. 

Indian troubles were increasing, and in 
1853 George Henry Bunnell was mustered 
into service to do the regular work of guard- 
ing and isting in the care of the town. 

In 1857, when Johnston's Army came to 
Utah, he was again mustered into service to 
serve in Echo Canyon. Later he was or- 
dered to Salt Lake City and was honorably 
discharged. He also served with thirty oth- 
er men to bring in a Handcart Company that 
was snowbound in Echo Canyon. 

George Henry Bunnell settled on a farm 
in Center Creek, Wasatch County, in 1862. 
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
